Schedule For Electric. 


FINE SPIDER THREADS. 


Cultivated Especially For the UM of 


Astronomers. 


The cultivation of certain species of 


spiders solely for the fine threads 
which they weave for scientific uses 
has an Important bearing upon astron- 
omy. 


No substitute for the spider's thread 


has yet been found for bisecting the 
screw of the micrometer used for de- 
termining the positions and motions of 
the stars. Not only because of tUe re- 
markable fineness of the threads are 
they valuable, but because of their 
durable qualities. 


The threads of certain spiders raised 


for astronomical purposes withstand 
changes iu temperatures, so that often 
In measuring sun spots they are unin- 
jured when the heat is so great that 
the lenses of the micrometer eyepiece 
are cracked. 


These spider lines are only one-fifth 


to one-seventh of a thousandth of an 
Inch In diameter, compared with which 
the threads of the silkworm ore large 
and clumsy. 


Each line la made up of several thou- 


sands of microscopic streams of fluid. 
Under the most powerful magnifying 
glass they'appear true and round. 


_ The work of placing these Ifnes in 
the micrometer requires the delicate 
touch of experts, who operate with the 
aid of microscopes which magnify the 
line a thousand times. The lines are 
placed parallel with each other and 
two one-thousandths of an inch apart

HOW THE ANTI-DIVISIONISTS TRY 


TO CLOUD THE ISSUE. 


As the Time* Would Make It Appear. 


From the San Diego Union: 
Im- 


perial 
county 
is 
now confronted 


with the problem of getting along on 
one 
dollar where two dollars are 


needed, although the Board of Super- 
visors of that comity recently fixed 
the tax rate at a figure of 14,25 per 
1100. 


When the Board of 
Supervisors 


fixed the rate it was on an estimated 
assessed valuation. 
It was estimat- 


ed that the assessed valuation of th« 
real and personal property in the 
new county would amount to con- 
siderably more than four millions 
of dollars. 
A general tax rate of 


84.25 on every 1100 of property in 
the county, it was estimated, would 
bring 
in 
about 
1100,000. 
This 


amount;, it was figured, would bo re- 
quired to run the county during the 
next .year. 


In checking up the assessed valua- 


tions as shown by the books in the 
County Assessor's office of Sun Diego 
county, the commission appointed by 
Governor Gillott for the purpose of 
adjudicating tho financial affairs of 
the two counties, have found that 
the estimate of the Imperial county 
Supervisors 
is 11110,000 
over the 


true amount. 
One of the duties of 


the commission is to go over the 
books of San Diego county and aopa- 
rato tbo assessed property of the two 
counties.

and

was when the 


totals were added that it was found 
that the estimated valuation as fixed 
by 
thu Imperial county liourd of 


Supervisors was too high. Inasmuch 
as this will make a

county of Imperial is §4.25 per 9100 
valuation. 
The apparent object of 


the statement, and the various repeti- 
tions thereof, was to present 
the 


facts in such a way that the voters 
in the proposed new county would 
deceive themselves in drawing con- 
clusions from the data furnished, and 
vote against the new county in fear 
of enormous taxation 
that would 


follow. 


The 
Times 
is sometimes right, 


nearly always fair, and as honest as 
a prosperous newspaper could possi- 
bly be and has the talent to present 
the truth in the least harmful way to 
its side of the case and the roost 
harmful way to the other fellow's 
side. 
It 
haw done so in this case. 


The whole truth of the matter is 
this: 


There is perhaps no county in the 


United States situated like Imperial. 
The title to tho laud is nearly all yet 
vested in the government, 
having 


been taken up by desert land entries. 
Government land does not pay taxes 
to the county, consequently the tax 
levy must bo restricted very largely 
to 
personal 
property. 
Only that 


part of tho land which had 
been 


proved up on could be included in 
the levy, and that proportion is very 
small. 


Nothing like that condition exists 


in the proposed new county, nor any 
othfcr condition that, would make the 
tax levy $4.25 or anything like it. 
On tho other hand, there is every 
roawiai to believe that at least as fur 
as the orange grower is concerned, 
that the land will not be over-valued 
aa compared to other localities, as 
has been the case heretofore.

now county loan expensive than IB 
generally thu caso.

L Whittier, Cal., who started a 
few 


weeks ago on a walking tour through 
Europe, returning home by way of 
Asia.) 


A puffing of tugs, a rapid fire of 


boatswain's orders, a feverish crowd- 
ing into gangways, an interminable 
wait, a medical report of all's well, 
a rushing line of passengers wearing 
ibiniles of relief and frowns of anx- 
ious curiosity, a provokingly slow 


. line of deck bands bearing suit cases 


and 
steamer trunks, and the last 


.chapter of the sea is closed and the 
first of the land begun, 


The necessary portal is of course, 


the custom house, a dark, gloom'- 
and mysterious appearing pile. 
But 


at the first glance into the interior, 
we began to draw our breath in ad- 
miring gasps, so splendid were the 
gentlemen 
promenading 
back and 


forth in silk hats and richly colored 
Prince Alberts decorated with row 
upon row of brilliant gold braid and 
brass buttons and with a pompous 
bearing even overmatching the ele- 
gance of their attire. 
Surely we 


thought, as our knees smote together, 
their Lordships were very kind to 
come thus to welcome us into their 
land. 
But seeing no movement on 


their part to shake hands, we decided 
that they must be the customs 
offic- 


ials. 
A timid approach with the 


purpose of proitrating ourselves and 
our luggage at their feet 
revealed 


the bewildering fact that they were 
only railway porters and human guide 
books. 
Just at this moment we saw

one of our fellow passengers.

much ijball I tip Hie Honor?" 


Such was our first introduction to 


the uniform wearers of England, a 
country, as we learned, that swarms 
with this gentry of the braid and 
button. 
The "Bobby" on the street 


corner, the coachman on the carriage, 


A the "Boots" at the hotel, the floor - 


•walker at the department store, every 
public and private servant is elegant- 
ly liveried. 
In the attempt to be 


worthy of their clothes, they take 
unto themselves such majestic dignity 
and assume such an air of aloofness 
from 
the 
common herd, that the 


stranger in the land feels himself 
shrinking 
into Lilliputian dimen- 


sions at every encounter with this 
aristocracy of the uniform. 


. The privacy of our luggage having 


been neatly and 
expeditiously ex- 


posed to the public eye by the shrewd 
and 
business-like custom 
officials, 


we at last found ourselves on the 
cobbled streets of grim, commercial 
Liverpool. 
We elected a stroll up 


to our hotel but bad we known the 
adventures involved we might have 
chosen another method of reaching 
it. 
If the rollicking hospitality ol 


Neptume had affected us a week be- 
fore. 
not less disturbing was the 


solid reception 
of 
mother 
earth. 


Reeling and staggering under the 


violent attack of laudsickness, we 
barely eluded the menacing advances 
of a young two story house gliding 
down the center of the btreet.
